Judge Landis has taken it into consideration 
by allowing a differential in the wages allowed, for 
instance to the bricklayers—$1.10 an’ hour—and to 
the plumbers—95 certs ain hour—whereby he gives 
the bricklayers who are barred from work by any 
inclement weather an advantage of 15 cents an 
hour over the plumbers, who can work ingoors in 
almost any weather. 
Similar evidences of a serious effort at justice 
are shown thréughoUt the arbitrator’s decision. 
They should convince the tradesmen that their gen- 
eral welfare as well as the welfare of the commu- 
nity was taken into careful consideration by the 
judge.

In*so far as the hardship alleged by the wage 
cut goes it may be poor comfort to the men in- 
volved to be referred to an article by Arthur M. 
Evans in Tue TRIBUNE of the same date showing 
the reduction in farmers’ incomes. Figuring a 
bushel of corn as the medium of-exchange for the 
farmer, it is shown that his income has been re- 
duced more than 100 per cent in the last two years.

The law of supply and demand should 
reduce prices. The fact that it does not is sufficient 
evidence that these prices are kept up artificially. 
In justice to the building trades men who accept 
this cut In pay there must be a concerted effort on 
the part of the public and the law enforcing au- 
thorities to stop profiteering and all extortionate 
prices. These workmen are, whether willingly or 
unwillingly, helping to bring prices of their prod- 
uct down.
